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Homestead Strikers Scared 
by Treason Charges. 


Those Under Arrest Unable to Give 
the $10,000 Bail Required. 


The Entire Advisory Board to Be Ar- 
rested Without Delay. 


Homestead Quivering With Excitement— 
The Striker’s Attorneys Profess to 
Believe That the Charges Can. 
not Be Made to Stick.

Pittsscron, Oct. 1.- [By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The issuance of warrants 
against the Homestead strike leaders on 
charges of treason, at the instance of 
Chief Justice Paxson, yesterday, caused 
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a decided sensation, not only among 
the strikers, but also among their 
sympathizers here and at Homestead. 
This is the first time a charge of trea- 
son has been broughtin any State for 
acts arising from a strike or labor 
troubles. The sirikers were ready to 
laugh at any charge of riot or murder 
brought against them by the Car- 
negie Company; but when the great 
State of Pennsylvania takes the 
matter up, it is entirely a 4if- 
erent thing. The informations were 
lodged after long consultation be- 
tween all members of the Supreme 
Court and District Attorney. A novel 
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point in the case is that the Chief 
Justice will hear the applications for 
bail before the cases go tothe grand 
jury, and will call that body before him 
and deliver a special charge on treason. 
Should true bills be found an unprece- 
dented thing will occur, Chief Justice 
Paxson, as ex officio Judge of the ‘Court 
of Oyer and Terminer, will sit and try 
the cases. 

The attorneys for the strikers declare 
that the proceeding isa ,ersecurtion of 
the defendants and sert the charge 
of treason cannot be made to fold. 
O’Donnell, Critchlow and Clifford aie 
now in jail, making nine under arrest. 
Homestead is quivering with excite- 
ment. Some talk of taking a band and 
flag and marching to Pittsburgh in a 
mmo. ty and applying for admission to the 
jail. Under all is deep-seated anger, 
which is liableto take almost any un- 
expected turn. 
' This afternoon an informal discussion 
was held by Chief-Justice Paxson and 
the attorneys for both sides. Justice 
Paxson decided that the accused can 
bail of 10.000 each. Up toa late 

our none of the defendants now 
in jail had secured the neces- 
sary bonds. Attorney Knox said the 
reason the cases were begun in the 
Supreme Court was because it had al- 
ways been the practice inthis and other 
countries to begin suits for treason in 
the highest courts. This was done in 
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view of the gravity ofthe offense. The 
highest executive authority was re- 
sisted, and it is proper that the highest 
judicial authority of the State should 
first take cognizance of the offense. 

W. J. Brennen, attorney of the Amal- 
gamated Association, characterized the 
arrests as the crowning outrage of the 
Homestead affair. ‘*Why,’’ said he, 
‘‘we were just talking about bringing 
suit against the Carnegie people for

The strikers at Carnegie’s city mills 
and friends of their cause were greatly 
exercised today over the report of the 
unexpected movement by the Carnegie 
firm.

CHILEAN CLAIMS. 


Main Peataresof tis New Treaty of Ar 
bitration. 

New Yonrs, Oct. 1.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} The Tribune will tomor- 
row publish the fulltext of the treaty 
Minister Egan brings from Chile, and 
which Was @franged by him with the 
Foreign Offeeof that country, for the 
amicable adjustment of claims made by 
citizens of eer country against the 
government Of the other growing out 
of acts Committed by the civil or mili- 
tary authorigies of either country. The 
treaty was published in full in the 
Chilean Times, of Valparaiso, Aug- 
ust 24. 

It provides for the appointment of 
three commissioners, one to be named 
by the President of the United States, 
one by the pfesident of Chile and the 
third by mutual accord between those 
two, executives. In case they do not 
agree withif three months from te ex- 


changé of rat fications, the nomination | 


of the third cummissioner shall be made 
by the President of the Swiss confeder- 
ation. 

The commission meets in Washington 
at the earli@st convenient time within 
six months after the exchange of rati- 
fications of the convention. The con- 
curring decisions of the commissioners, 
or any two of them shall be conclusive 
and final. All claims must be presented 
within two months from the meeting of 
the commission, unless there is some 
valid réason. for delay, when an exten- 
sion of two months may be granted. 

The commission shall examine and 
decide upon every claim within six 
months from the first meeting. The 
whole expens@s of the commission shall 
be defrayed by deduction from the 
amount of awards not to exceed 5 per 
cent. Ifthe expenses exceed this the 
two governments shall divide the ex- 
cess jointly.

Cool Weather Nipping the Pestilence 
in Europes. 


No Signs of the Disease in New York City 
—Consal Kellogg's Cowardly 
Course in Deserting 

His Post.

Beri, Oct. 1.—[Copyright, 1892, 
by the New York Associated Press. | 
The setting in of colder weather has as- 
sisted in the repression of cholera 
everywhere. The authorities, during 
the winter, will effect such sanitations 
as willenable them to cope with the 
chance of am outbreak in the spring. 
Berlin is free from cholera and only oc- 


casionah sof gholeraic disorders 
are reported ia theslums of Charlotten- 
berg. Acarefal estimate of the effect 
of the epidemic upon the trade of Ham- 
burg places the decrease at 70 per cent. 
The people of Hamburg are confident of 
the speedy restoration of commerce. 

Deru, Oct. 1. — Russian emi- 
grants who have been refused d- 
mission to the United States are not ai- 
lowed to re-enter Prussia. Some have 
just returned in a miserable condition. 
Ninety at Cuxhaven have been refused 
tickets on Prussian railroads. The 
weather at Hamburg is cooler, the 
temperature having dropped 20° in the 
Elbe within a week. 

HamBere, Oct. 1.—The official cholera 
report shows anincrease of fourteen 
new cases and a decrease of ten in the 
number of deaths. 

Paris, Oct. 1.—One hundred cases of 
cholera have been reported at Portel, 
a suburb of Boulogne, during the last 
ten days. 

Opessa, Oct. 1.—Cholera is officially 
announced at Tiraspol, Bender, Kilschi- 
neff, Nicholajeff. Troops patrol the 
towns to prevent disturbances. The 
government has ordered ail fairs in the 
south of Russia closed tor another 
month. Owing to the increase of 
cholera between Kieff and Odessa five 
more large barracks for patients have 
been erected. All trains have invalid 
carriages attached. 


All Well at New York. 

New Yorks, Oct. 1.—The Hamburg- 
American steamer Columbia arrived 
this motning with 220 cabin passen- 
gers, all well. The Italian man-of-war 
Giovanni Bauzen arrived this morning 
and anchored off quarantine. She was 
at once boarded by an officer of the day 
from the U.S.S. Philadelphia. He 
brought a request for the Health Officer 
to go aboard at once. 

The crusier is here for the purpose of 
representing Italy in the naval parade 


in connection with the Columbian cel- 


ebration. 

The Board of Health has discontinued 
the issue of cholera bulletins, there be- 
ing no signs of the disease in this city. 


How False Reports Were Made. 

Oct. 1.—The Department 
of State has a report from Consul-Gen- 
eral Edwards at .Berlin, dated August 
12, which fully confirms the statements 
made by the Associated Press agent in 
Germany relative to the loose and in- 
efficient quarantine 


methods prac- 
ticed at Stettin. The original 
statements * wete made upon the 
authority of Dr. Schultze, the 


royal district physician, but were after- 
ward denied by James C. Kellogg, 
United States Consal at Stettin in the 
early stages of the cholera epidemic, 
did not remain at his post, but signedin 
blank a number of consular certificates 
and absented himself from Stettin. 
When information of this reached the 
State Department Kellogg was promptly 
removed from office. Consul-General 
Edwards's report did not agree with 
Kellogg’s report in many particulars, 
and convicts the doctor of making, a 
false denial. 


Battered with Halilstones. 

Str. (Minn.), Oct. 1.—Between 
2:30 and 8 o'clock this afternoon'a ter- 
rible hailstorm visited this city, doing 
much damage to vegetation and build- 
ings. Hailstones fully an inch in di- 
ameter fell, amd many pedestrians 
were injured before they found shel- 
ter. For half an hour business 
was suspended all over the city, 
travel on the streets being perilous 
and almost impossible, while the noise 
of pelting hailstomes prevented indoor 
labors. Trees were almost denuded of 
leaves anda great number of window- 
lights were broken. Telephone wires 
were badly damaged. Lightning struck 
in several parts of the city, but did lit- 
tle damage.

As soon as possible the three 
men, all of whom are expert horsemen and 
dead shots with Winchester rifes, mounted 
horses and startedin hot pursuit of the 
bandits.

A MADMAN'’S FRENZY. 


His Wife and Other Persons Attacked.-- 
Death Ends His Sufferings.

A little latter Gray escaped, and se- 
curing a large sack needle, endeavored 
to attack Dr. Proctor and Miss Emmer- 
son, but was driven away. He then 
left the house and went to the railroad 
depot, where he performed several in- 

ane actions and stabbed one man with 
fis needle.* 

He resisted ali efforts to capture him, 
and was finally knocked down with a 
rock and taken to thecity jail. He had 
torn the stitches out of his throat dur- 
ing his wanderings, and he died this 
afternoon.

. Industrial Education. 

It is a much-discussed problem just 
what should be taught in the public 
schools. Opinions vary widely among 
parents as to what they have in view 
for their children and how the young- 
sters are to be fitted to enter active 
life. As it is, with what we call our 
progressive methods, from the time a 
child enters the grammar grade his 
time is occupied completely, and, in 
the course of his studies, he acquires 
not only the ‘‘good common school edu- 
cation’’ which is thought requisite for 
every citizen, but also a fair under- 
standing of many things ‘that a genera- 
tion ago were rated among the higher 


branches of: education. He has at 
least’ an appreciative knowledge 
of things that were then the 


Ixxuries of those who could afford 
masters in varlous accomplishments. 
A visit to the upper grammar grades or 
the High school, where the effect of the 
system begins to tell upon the pupils, is 
calculated to male the middle-aged man 
or woman sigh for youth and a chance 
to profit by the public school advan- 
tages ofthe present day. The graduate 
of the Los Angeles High school has 
followed the pleasant paths of the sci- 
ences, of history, literature, music and 
art to a greater extent and far more de- 
lightfully than his grandfather could 
have done at the leading colleges, as 
they were equipped in his youthful 


days. So complete is our edncational 


system, that, if the diploma.of the High 
school does not satisfy him, the ambi- 


tious youthcan step from its portals 


into the State University. Truly-the 
lines of the youth of this generation are 
cast in pleasant places, and thei: op- 
portunities are great. 

Stil from another standpoint, it is 
urged that the bov or girl who gradu- 
ates from the High school, or the young 
man or woman who completés the uni- 
versity course stands at the threshold 
of life empty-handed. The question of 
existence-the needof gaining a place 
among the workers of the world—is be- 
fore them. Notwithstanding our much- 
vaunted civilization, this problem is 
far more serious today than it was 
twenty-five years ago. It is urged from 
this utilitarian point of view that the 
pupil who takes the public school course 
should come out not only with a trained 
mind, but with trained han ds as well— 
that he should possess as he steps forth 
into the activities of life some means of 
securing a livelihood. Itis urged that 
the development of mind and body 
should go forward together, keeping 
the pupil, whether boy or girl, in 
touch with practical affairs 
of life. The advocates of this view 
of the requirements of public education 
are many, and their ranks are recruit- 
ing from the most advanced thinkers of 
the day. Many progressive cities of the 
Fast have adopted a system of manual 
training to accompany the grammar 
grades of instruction, and it is found 
that, when the proper spirit is given to 
this branch, the pupils make better 
progress all along the line. They not 
only achieve considerable dexterity in 
the use of tools and in useful occupa- 
tions, but the variation from the hum- 
drum of books and the application of 
a part of their energies to physical 
training stimulates their ambition 
and fits them for greater profi- 
ciency more abstract study. 
In the manual training 
schools have proven very successful as 
an adjunct of the educational system. 
In Chicago the Board of Education was 
literally forced to yield to the public 
demand for reform in primary grade 
teaching, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to revise the whole curriculum 
for the purpose of intreducing technical 
branches, 

In Los Angeles technical education 
has not yet made much headway, but, 
with the good results achieved at the 
Whittier school, has set people to 
thinking. Some people’ have already 
propounded the awkward question, why 
is it that the State first waits fora boy 
or girl to become incorrigible 
fore it adops the plan of fitting 
them for the real activities of life? Why 
should not the good boys and girls be 
given equal advantages with those who 
have fallen under the shadow of the 
law? A quiet influence is at 
work.in this city to stimulate the 
cause of technical education, which 
comparatively few people are aware 
of. The late Dr. Wills left a 
legacy of $75,000, the income of which 
was placed at the disposal of his family 
to be used as they see fit to promote the 
cause of practical education. It was 
this influence which first established in 
our city the free kindergarten 
schools and led to the adop- 
tion of the system in the public 
scho ols. Now that the  advan- 
tages of kindergarten training are ex- 

tended to all chiJdren over 5 vears of 
age, the free kindergarten is still main- 
tained for the benefit of children under

Before 
long an effort is to be made to induce 
the Board of Education to incorporate 
the cooking and needle-work schools, 
and probably some similar manual train- 
ing for boys, into the public school sys- 
tem. If Los Angeles does this she will 
simply place herself in line with the 
progress of the age in educational mat- 
ters. The great call is for more practi- 
cal instruction. 


Losing Their Frightful Examples. 

An Eastern exchange observes that 
the statistics of the Keeley institutes 
are of the most significant kind. There 
are now eighty-four branches estab- 
lished inthis country for the adminis- 
tering of the Keeley remedy for dipso- 
mania, making with the parent institute 
at Dwight eighty-five in all. The cer- 
tificates of cure each month average 
between 4000 and 5000. For Septem- 
ber they will be about 4500, and each 
month the number of cases increases.

If their desire is really to 
save people from the evil effects of 
drink more than to found a party for 
their own advantage, they will give the 
Keeley institutes all the assistance they 
can, and throw their political fortunes 
in with the Republican party, where 
they can do some good.

Do as They Please. 


Gov. Pennoyer of Oregon Comes Ou 


Oh!o Democrats Applaud a Story Describ- 
ing the Way Stevenson Decap ‘tated 
Repablican Postmasters 
in Days Gone By.

New York, Oct. 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| The week politically 
closes upon a situation congested with 
possibilities. The foreground of the 
political field is at present occupied 
chiefly by the Democratic generais. 
Lhe Republican forces lie back and 
watch and wait the movements of their 
adversaries. The gathering here of the 
Democratic State and national com- 
mitteemen, and the presence of Cleve- 
land and Hill, all contribute to the 
growing interest in the present Demo- 
cratic movements here. The arriving 
of Democratic clubmen for next week's 
meeting also addsto the spectacle of 
the Democratic sortie. Cleveland his 
‘not yet decided how long he will stay in 
New York. His stay will bs determined 
ina measure by the progress of the 
work on his new city residence. Inany 
event he will remain here till Tuesday 
or Wednesday and attend the conven- 
tion of the National Association of Dem- 
ocratic Clubs. Since his arrival he has 
seen nearly allthe Democratic leaders 
in the city and State anda large num- 
ber of prominent politicians engaged in 
the work of the national campaign. 

The political conditions in all parts 
of the country have been laid before 
Cleveland by the Democratic National 
Campaign Committee, and he is said to 
be well pleased with the outlook, 
especially in this State and the North- 
western States, which Democrits hope 
to carry. He told Don M. Dickinson 
vesterday that heconsidered Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Minnesota and Illinois de- 
batable ground, and expressed great 
pleasuse with the work of the Chicago 
branch headquarters. Cleveland hasso 
far refused to interfere with the work 
of the Syracuse convention men. His 
friends say itis his intention to keep 
his hands off local politics and leave the 
municipal fight tothe men engaged in 
it. He is confident the State will go 
Democratic, whether there is a third 
lucal ticket or not. The talk about his 
being averse to a ticket in opposition 
to Tammany is pure conjecture, based 
on the statements of Chairman Harrity 
and Dickinson, who are supposed to ex- 
press Cleveland's sentiments. 

{tis not altogether certain yet that 
a third ticket will be put in the field. 
Last night the Syracuse convention 
men continued the committee which 
called on the National Committee and 
instructed it to confer with other Dem- 
ocratic organizations. This may or 
mav not mean acombination with the 
county Democrats and Voorhees Demo- 
crats. The question will he decided 
during the coming week. The general 
opinion today is. that if Oleveland par- 
sues a policy of non-interference Tam- 
many will have ‘a fight on its hands 
this year. Croker says he does not 
care whether there isa third ticket or 
not so far as Tammany is concerned, 
but he is apprehensive that a fight 
among Democrats might result in loss 
of the Legislature and a United States 
Senator.. The State Committee is ap- 
parently taking no interest in local 
affairs. Its work is confined to the 
State above Harlem River. It has left 
New York city’s affairs to Tammany 
Hall. It is known, however, that 
Howard Murphy, Jr., and Lieut.-Gov. 
Sheehan are opposed to putting up two 
Democratic tickets in this city. 


A PENNOYER BOLTS. 
Oregon's Governor Comes Out for the 
Third Party. 
Rosesvre (Or.,) Oct. 1.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.}| About 500 people as- 


_sembled this afternoon to hear Gov. 


Pennoyer, who delivered an address on 
the political issues of the present cam- 
paign. The Governor’s address was 
listened to attentively, but evoked 
very little enthusiasm. He roundly de- 
nounced the course of both Democratic 
anda Republican parties, saying in part: 


1 shall speak today in defense of the self. 
Same measures Ihave heretofore advo- 
cated upon all occasions. I shall defend 
the doctrine. as heretofore, that the bulk of 
Federal taxation should be levied upon the 
wealth rather than on the labor and indus- 
tries of the country; that there should be 
free and equal coinage of both gold and 
silver money; that both shouid beof full 
legal tender and that the paper money, re. 
quired by business interests, should be is. 
sued direct by the Government rather than 
by private banking associations, which, like 
gold and silver, should be legaltender. . 

It is true, however, that in advocating 
these measures nowlI find myself outside 
of the political organization to which I 
formerly belonged. But this is neither my 
fault nor my misfortune. It is the fault, if 
not the misfortune, of the Democratic 
party, which, having abandoned its princti- 
ples, now ought by right to abandon its 
name. A great political party has at last 
proved recreant to all its traditions, and, 
forswearing its feaitv to the cause of the 
people, has knelt in blind, idolatrous devo- 
tion at the shrine of a man whose sole dis- 
tinguishing characteristic is his stubborn 
subserviency to the demands of monomet- 
alists. Careful investigation, however, dis- 
closes the fact that this devotion is really 
not to him, as he has neither the personal 
qualities nor the intellectual endowments 
nor the political sagacity to win homage. 
The réal reason of his potency is the fact 
tnat his candidacy is-demanded by the 
money power. The Chicago convention 
turned its back upon ail traditions and 
made a most profound s&laam to the great 
joss set up by the devotees of monometal- 
ism and bank rag money. 

The nomination of Harrison and Cleve- 
land, of like principles and policy upon 
leading questions, by the opposing political 
parties is quite an anomalyin the political 
world, but, fortunately for the country, a 
new party has entered the political arena 
in antagonism to both the old parties. In- 
stead of raising the bulk of the national 
revenue by tariff taxation, which falls with 
unjust and unequal weight upon the labor 
and industries of the country, it would 
transfer the bulk of the burden by an in- 
come tax to the wealth of the Nation, 
where it justly belongs The only just

The present Hou-e is made to a 
pear extravagant because in addition to the 
necessary expenditures it is forced to pay 
an item of $72,000,000 left by the billion- 
doliar House, and has had added to it $32,- 
000,000 by the Republican Senate. While 
the McKinley tariff cuts off $50,000,000 of 
the nalional revenue, there is one instance 
where Republicans removed a_ tariff, 
namely, that onsugars. They had by that 
same bill taken $15,000,000 a year for tif 
teen years from the people to pay the sugar 
growers’ bounty, a clear “case of making 
one class rich at the expense of the coun- 
try. 

Stevenson declared that tariff does 
not regulate wages; they are regulated 
by the law of supply and demand. 
Wages are higher here because lively 
American methods of labor are more 
productive than those of listless Euro- 

an workmen. Dealing with the

Bismarck’s friends announce that he 
will appear as a ‘hostile critic of the 
government's proposals. In view of the 
severe party struggle which is ex- 
pected, the leaders of the differ- 
ent groups are trying: to range 
themselves. The government will rely 
on a coalition of the Conservatives and 
Centrists. The Catholic electors are 
making a somersault and returning to 
the Conservatives. The Center party 
will doubtless bargain with the Em- 


_peror and Chancellor for some advan- 


tage for the Catholic Church in ex- 
change for its support. A _ peculiar 
feature of the position is that the Vati- 
can, withits leanings toward France, 
does not desire an increase in the mil- 
itary strength of Germany, but finds it 
impossible to interfere or advise the 
Centrists. The Catholic leaders, know- 
ing the situation to be touchy, are not 
consulting the Vatican. 

The Bundesrath finds difficulty in 
agreeing upon the taxation required 
to meet the deficit and new expend- 
itures. The Bavarian government per- 
sists in an absolute refusal to agree 
to a tax on ~beer. Herr Miguel, 
the Finance Minister, has _ orig- 
inated a proposal to force Bava- 
ria into line by placing an_ ex- 
tra tax on Bavarian beer consumed 
in Prussia. His colleagues in the Prus- 
sian ministry hesitate to approve the 
suggestion. Snch a measure would be 
certain to cause intense irritation in 
Bavaria. Whatever means the govern- 
ment may take to raise money, the 
Freisinnige party and National Liber- 
als are bound to oppose them. Some 
independent Centrists and Conserva- 
tives are joining them, and these will 
constitute a temporary coalition that 
will render the government majority in- 
secure: 

Three Socialist municipal officers 
were recently compelled to retire from 
their positions under censure from their 
party. Elections held to fill the vacan- 
cies gave the extremists who call them- 
selves Independents a chance to show 
their strength. The result provesthem 
powerless when opposed by the Central 
Socialist organization, the candidates of 
the latter being elected by great ma- 
jorities.

Forty Year Water Bonds. 

Los ANGELES, Oct. 1.—[To the Editor of 
the TiMEs.| The City Council is now con- 
sidering the important question of issuing 
bonds for the construction of a system of 
city water works. The necessity for some 
action being taken So as to furnish our city 
with an abundant supply of good water is 
apparentto all. But the zeal of some mem- 
bers of the Council to rush this matter may 
lead to indiscretions. Atthe coming elec- 
tion in November we shall have an oppor- 
tunity of voting upon an amendment to our 
State Constitution, which, if carried, will 
enable our city to issue bonds for forty 
years straight, or less,in place of the twenty- 
year serial. bonds, which are not looked 
upon with much favor by bend buyers. 
It is more than probable, if our city fath- 
ers will go a little slow and issue the pro- 

sed water bonds under the forty-year 
plan, that the interest can be fixed at 4 per 
cent., and that the bonds will sell even 
then at a good premium. Our present out- 
standing bonds, and the outfall sewer 
bonds yet to be placed on the market, are 
all that our people-should be called upon to 
pay during the next twenty years, and any 
subsequent issue of bonds should be for 
forty years straight, and ata low interest. 
Please place the matter before the public 
and invite an expression of opinion, so 
that the Council can carry out the wish of 
the people in thisimportant matter. Three 
or four months’ délay is nothing compared 
with the possibie saving to the tax payers 


by issuing straight forty-year bonds, and~ 


giving posteritw an opportunity to do a lit- 
far itself.

AT THE RACE TRACK. 

The attendance yesterday at the race 
track was notso large as on the previous 
day, but the spectators were enthusiastic 
and cheered lustily as the  win- 
ners dashed under the wire. The first race 
was a running two-mile dash for a purse of 
$100. The starters were Foster's C. P., 
Case's Hock-Hocking, Jr, and Stroud's 
Four Aces. They were sent off on the first 
score with C. P. atthe pole. Hock Hocking 
forged abead setting the pace and wresting 
the pole from C. P., leading by three 
lengths atthe first quarter. The first mile 
was madein1:51%,. Four Aces breaking 
down and leaving the track. The other 
two horses made another circuit, coming 
under the wire Hock Hockirg, Jr., leading 
by four lengths, winning the race and first 
money, C. P., second and second money. 

Nemo was brought out next hitched to a 
*“bike’’ to make an effort, with a running 
mate, to beat2:29%. He was driven by J. 
P. Gaines, and after jogging up the stretch 
Gaines came down to the wire, at the same 
time nodding forthe word. He started off 
nicely, reaching the quarterin 36%, the 
half in 1:11, the three-quarters in 1:46, 
and the wire without askip in 2:21%, 
lowering his record 84% seconds. Thurs- 
day Nemo was in a race, losing the three 
heats in 2:26%, 2:29 and 2:26%%4. Yester- 
day he was in the pink of condition and 
with a ‘“bike’’ demonstrated what he could 
do. 

The next race was pacing tor vearling 
colt stakes, two in three. The starters 
were Maben’s Jakey and Robinson & Fel- 
ton’s Ketchum. Both colts were hitched to 
‘‘bikes."’ They were starte@ on the first 
score with Jakev at the pole. Ketchum 
was driven off his feet at the eighth, losing 
several lengths by his maneuvers. Jakey 
passed the quarter in 39, the half in 1:21, 
the three-quarters in 2:04, coming under 
the wire without a break in 2:46, Ketchum 
being six lengths in the rear, owing to his 
repeated breaking. 

Ketchum loses his head when brought be- 
fore acrowd. He acted very badlyin the 
second heat, but was finally seat off slightly 
in the lead. The first quarter was reached 
in 42, the half in 1:19, the three-quarters 
in 1:57%%. On the stretch Jakey crowded 
to the fore. Ketchum went off his feet, 
passing Jakey on the run within fifty yards 
of the goal and under the wire on the same 


break, Jakey coming in in 2:41, winner of 


the heat and first money. 

Dr. Garner's seven-months-old Oscar 
Steinway colt, driven by W. Walker, was 
brought out and an exhibition of his speed 
given. Thecolt shows remarkable speed, 
promising a bright future. 

The trotting, 2:35 class, three in five, 
for a purse of $250, was the next race 
called. The starters were Gifford’s Roy 
Rex, Chino Ranch’s Alco, Kelly's Conn and 
Delaney’s Wilks Moor. Wilks Moor set the 
pace, but Roy Rex led him at the first turn, 
passing the quarterin 37%. Conn madea 
spurt in the back stretch, taking the lead 
and passing the haif in 1:14 1-5; the three. 
quartersin 1:5l andthe wire in 2:27%, 
with Roy Rex aclose second, Wilks Moor 
third and Alco fourth. In the second heat 
Conn changed positions with Wilks Moor, 
taking the pole. At the word ‘go’ Rex set 
the pace, taking the pole on the first turn, 
but by a bad break allowed Conn the posi- 
tion at the quarter in 37. Wilks Moor 
had also passed Rex by three lengths, but 
could not reach Conn, who passed the half 
in 1:12, three-quarters inl :49%4, coming 
in on ajag in 2:26%, Wilks Moor coming 
in for second place, Roy Rex third and 
Alco fourth. 

In the third heat Conn again set the

Between the first and second heats of 
this race Nutford, driven by P. H. Hodges 
and attached to a “bike,’’ was brought out 
to beat 2:25%4. He went tothequarter in 
36%4, the half in 1:13, the three-quarters 
in 1:50 and the wire in 2:24%, coming \% 
of a second below the standard-bred mark. 
From the three-eighths post he was urged 
on by a running mate. 

The second heat of the 2:35 (pacing) 
class resulted in Pomona passing under the 
wire in 2:22. Nellie L led on the score, 
passing the quarter in 37, the haif in 
1:12%, the three-quarters in 1:48%. On 
the home stretch Pomona forged to the 
front and came in an easy winner. 

Third heat—Pomona led, reaching ‘the 
quarter in 36)4.the half in 1:11%, the 
three-quarters in 1:47%. andthe wire in 
2:22 flat. The heat was very pretty, all 
three horses being bunched. Almo Jay’not 
having won one beatin three was out of 
the race. Darkness coming on Aitkins 
driver of Nellie. went tothe judges’ stan 
and agreed to give heat and race to Pomona. 

Friday evening and yesterday morning 
the topic of conversation on the street, in 
the hotel lobbies, among men, voung and 
old, ricb and poor, and in the privacy of 
the family circle, was the result of the 
great mixed race Friday between Silkwood 
and McKinney. Never before has there 
been a race in Southern California that has

excited so much interest and general com. 
ment as has this great performance. Peo- 
ple who are conscientiousiy opposed to 
horse-racing on general principles, seemed 
to curb their conscience. pay their money 
at the cate and withess the great perform- 
ance of the two wondertu! animals with 
ungovernable and conspicaous delight. A 
fair, square, hofest of the speed~ of 
good horses is mo more harmful than the 
most simple amusement wiren not attended 
by the gam vitng element which usually 

ring. This Was an tionest 
race between two wonderful animals, and 
as such it was appreciated and enjoyed by 
the better class of people 

Waile Silkwood won each of the heats 
and the race in a jog McKinney is not dis- 
graced. Last year he held the four-year- 
old stallion record (2:12) for the world, 
having made it in a race against timeona 
kite-shaped track. Yesterday he trotted 
the fastest mile of his life in a race and he 
did it in 2:153%, 4 Second better than his 
best heat at Stockton last week, without a 
break or skip. It was an honest effort well 
made, which was appreciated by the thou- 
sands of spectators. 

Stikwood was not driven fora record, 
He simply wanted to come down the stretch 
fast enough to beat McKinney which he 
did handily and handsomely, seemingly as, 
fresh and full of life as when he started on 
the first quarter. By his performance Fri- 
day. going three straight heatsin 2:14%. 
2:15%, and 2:13%. without a break or 
skip, atid winning a race over the holder of 
the world’s four-year-old stallion record, 
proves him to be a most wonderful piece of 
borse fiesh, and endears him more than 
ever to the hearts of the people of Orange 
county. 

The great confusion Friday when the two 
horses came inon the last heat drowned 
the sound of Santa Ana's brass band sta- 
tioned on top ofthe granfstand. Asthe 
horses thundered down the stretch toward 


the wire, the leader of the band, from his 
lofty perch, saw that McKinney 
was defeated and presuming that 


his name might appropriately be changed, 
led his musicians in “Down Went Mc. 
When Silkwood was approaching 
the fudges’ stand on the way back from the 
stretch the tune wasthanged to “My Con- 
quering Hero, See Him Come,"’ and as he 
passed on tothe stable the clear, clarion 
notes of ‘‘My Country, 'Tis of Thee, Sweet 
Land of Liberty,’’ rang out above the ex- 
citéd checrs of thousands of admiring men, 
women and children. 

A literary and musical programme was 
given last evening in the pavilion. The at- 
tendance was not’so large as it was on pre- 
vious evenings, but a great deal of interest 
was manifested.

The Usual Run of Saturday’s 
Divorce Business. 


Two Wives Granted Divorces from 
Their Husbands, 


Desertion and Habitual Drunkenness 
the Causes Assigned, 


A Well-known Citizen Adjndged Insane— 
Appeal Cases Dismissed for Want 
of Presentation—General Court 
News—New Suits. 


Mrs. Mary A. Sours was granted a de- 
cree by Judge Clark yesterday divorc- 
ing her from Samuel L. Sours, on the 
grounds of desertion and habitual in- 
temperance. The defendant was not 
represented, having allowed the mat- 
ter to go by default. 

Judge Wade yesterday morning heard 
the case of Mrs. Mary A. Bowman vs. 
David M. Bowman, an action for di- 
vorce onthe ground that her husband 
had failed to provide for her” necessi- 
ties, and, the defendant having allowed 
the matter to go by default, ordered a 
decree in favor of the plaintiff as prayed 
for. 

Inthe same court Mrs. D. A. La 
Bonte applied fora divorce from her 
husband, J. A. La Bonte, upon the 
ground that he is a convicted felon, and 
it appearing from the records that the 
defendant had been convicted of. burg- 
lary in Department One March 7, 1890, 
and sentenced tothe State prison for 
the term of two years, by Judge Smith, 
a decree was ordered by Judge Wade as 
prayed for. 

John M. Bryson has instituted pro- 
ceedings to obtain a divorce from his 
wife, Sylvia Bryson. 

ADJUDGED INSANE. 

Robert D. P. Widner, a well-known 
resident of Cucamonga, 46 years of age, 
was taken before Judge McKinley yes- 
terday for examination as to his mental 
capacity, and in accordance with the 
recommendation of Drs. Cochran and 
Smith, the commissioners appointed 
for the purpose, was duly adjudged in- 
sane and committed to the State asylum 
at Napa. 

The patient was seriously injured in 
a railroad accident in 1872, both of his 
legs being broken and a stove falling 
upon him, and he never seemed to re- 
cover from the nervons shock thus oc- 
casioned. Since September, 1891, 
when he was prostrated by a severe ill- 
ness, he has gradually been growing 
worse, urtil it has become necessary to 
place him uncer restraint, as it is dan- 
gerous for him to be at large.

Moscow, Sept, 15, 1892.—The women 
of Russia! 

How shall I describe them? 

They are like no other women on the 
face of the globe, and still among their 
millions they have types of almost every 
race of woman known to man. In St. 
Petersburg you see the fair-haired, 
blue-eyed, freckled-face maiden from 
Finland walking the streets side by side 
with the red-haired girls who have been 
imported thither from the Caucasus and 
Georgia, and here at Moscow you see 
the Tartar$, the Cossacks and the Ar- 
menians mixed together with the other 
different types of the eighty provinces 
of this vast empire. Along the Volga 
you will meet different costumes and 
different races of woman at eyery land- 
ing place, and the girls of Little Russia 
wear different clothes and have different 
manners from those of Great Russia and 


South Russia. Here in Moscow there 
are a vast number of ‘yipsies, and Rus- 
sia has the harem of the Mohammetan, 
the polyandry of the Himalayas and all 
the varied combinations of civilized love 
and marriage. The pure Russians look 
upon marriage much as-we do, and of 
late years the relations of the sexes 
among the upper classes have been al- 
most as free as they are withus. The 
Russian lady of today has her friends 
among the young men of her acquain- 
tauce, and though. 

without achaperone she receives her 
callers in her own home and her ideal 
marriage is.one of love. 

Of late years the laws of marriage 
have been radically changed, and now 
females ace forbidden to wed-save be- 
tween the ages of sixteen and sixty. 
Men cannot marry until they are over 
eighteen nor after they are eighty, and 
divorces are less common in Russia 
than they are with us. The church of 
Russia objects to more than one mar- 
riage. It has its penances for second 
and third marriages, and a man who 
marries a fourth time is excluded from 
the holy communion. Few marriages 
are made in the upper classes without 
the consent of the parents, and in most 
cases the woman is expected to bring a 
very respectable dot with her. I know 
of an American girl who recently mar- 
ried a Russian noble. .The noble came 
to America, and the wedding was cele- 
brated in one of our large cities. Be- 
fore it took place, howevey, the groom 
called upon the bride’s fatherand asked 
about the settlement. ‘What settle- 
ment?’’ said the old man, who had con- 
siderable wealth, but who had not 
hitherto had a daughter marry a 
European baron. 

‘The settlement upon my wife,’’ was 
the reply. ‘‘Don't youintend to give 
her something atthe time sheis mar- 
ried?’’ 

‘I had not thought of it,’’ replied the 

‘‘And how much do you think 
she ought to have?”’ 

‘‘Well,’’ said the Russian noble with 
ahem anda haw, seemsto me that 
she ought to have at least $50,000. It 
would not be a bad idea if the sum was

rights after marriage than she ever had 
before. Two hundred years ago she 
was little more‘than a slave and the 


the bed of the married pair, and it was 
ased freely. Women were then seldom 
seen upon the streets, and Peter the 
Great had a way of kicking them when 
he met them here orin St. Petersburg 
and telling them that their place was 
home and they ought to be init. The 
wife beating of today is almost alto- 
gether contined to the peasants, and 
the Countess Tolstoi told me that even 
the peasants were improving in the 
treatment of their women. The peas- 
ant women have in fact many rights of 
which the women ofthe other parts of 
the world know nothing. . 
Inthe communal system by which the 
villages of Russia are governed the 
women stand on an equal footing with 
the men as regardsthe distribution of 
property, and they have their share of 
the pronerty of the village according to 
their share in the work. According to 
Russian law the legitimate wives and 
faughters of the man getonly one- 
fourteenth of the family inheritance, 
but by the law of the peasants the nght 
of inheritance comes from work alone, 
and there is no distinction between 
wives and concubines. The husband in- 
herits the wife’s property only when 
they have lived together more than ten 
years, and otherwise it goes back to 
her parents. ‘The peasant women take 


gws who are the heads of families have 
the right to vote. There are cases in 
which the. whole village assembly is 
made up of women, and thts assembly 
divides the land of the-village anda 
woman may be mayor of the village if 
she is elected as such. 


The peasant women of Russia are 


ail 
every- 
where in the fields, mowing and reap- 
ing, spading upthe ground andj raking 
the hay and doing, in fact, everything 


of tweaty or thirty, and each gang of 
women iausually directed by a man, 
who acts as overseer and who keeps 
them at their work. They go into the 
‘fields almost as soon as they are old 
enough to walk and they work until 
they are gray haired. Hard labor soon 
takes the beauty out of them, and tbe 
older women have faces like leather, 
fall of wrinkles and furrowed with tare. 
The younger girls are plump, bright- 
eyed and, in some cases, pretty. I 
have seen few beautiful women among 
them, but there are few very ugly ones. 
The type of the Russian peasant’s face 
is that of the best tvpe of a kind mother, 
and the most of the faces show strength 
of character and many of them are 
what you would call fine looking. Mar- 
riages among the peasants are made 
both on the grounds of convenience and 
love. The sexes associate so closély to- 
gether in their work and iv the villages 
that they have achance to get thor- 
oughly acquainted with one another, 
and a good, strong woman just doubles 
the force of 


working the man 
who marries her, without very 
materially increasing his expenses. 
Neither sex among the peasants 


spends much time upon dress. The 
upon their heads whilé working in the 
field and their feet are generally bare. 
In the summer such shoes as they use 
are made of bark, woven into the form of 
slippers like basket work, and in winter 
they put great heavy boots of felt upon 
their feet. 
ings and they wrap a cotton rag around 
the foot and up the ankles to about the 
middie of the calf, tying it round and 
round with astring. Their dresses are 
short and they tuck them up when they 
are working. They wear little or no 
underclothes and their summer dress 
cofisists of this shirt, a chemise and a 


waist. Even on a féte day their dresses 
are not very expensive and a costume 
consisting of a white chemise cut low 
at the neck with long, full sleeves and 
dropping down to the knees, with an 
apron tied around over the bust, con- 
stitutes a woman’s outfit. Thechemise- 
like dress is fastened over the bust and 
under the arms and is held by braces 
over the shoulders. The.apron is tied 
around the waist, as well as over the 
shoulders, and the skirt reaches nearly 
to the feet. The dress is embroidered 
with a cross-stitch of red and blue, and 
the neck above the chemise is often 
covered with strings of beads. 

These costumes vary indifferent parts 
of the country. In Little Russia the 
dresses are often one mass of embroid- 
ery, and the women wear a very 
pretty embroidered crown over their 
heads, and the dresses come 
high about the neck. The nurses 
everywhere have costumes of their 
own, and the Finnish girls, who 
act as the wet nurses for the babies of 
St. Petersburg, always have crowns 
upon their hzads and you can tella 
nurse as far as you can see her. The 
peasant woman knows nothing of the 
corset and she has no _ idea of fashion. 
The people wear the same costumes 
from year to year, and the peasant 
dress of today is the same as that of 
generations ago. Isaw in Kazan Moham- 
metan women who wore sacks over 
- with the sleeves. hanging 
dewn on the shoulders and with only a 
crack at the front through which they 
could see as they went along the street, 
and the dress of these women was al- 
most éxactly like that of the women 
of Corea. I saw other women there 
whose heads and breasts were covered 
with gold coins just like those of the 
women whom vou see in the Himalaya 
Mountains of India, on the border of 
Thibet, and these Tartar women have 
the same bronze faces and high cheek- 
bones that are found in the girls of the 
Himalaya Mountains. They are of Mon- 
golian origin and they look more lhke 
Cninese than Americans. The coins 
which they wear are real coins, and 
they generally represent the dower 
which the woman brings into the fam- 
ily when she is married. Some of the 
women of Little Russia have ‘a similar 
way of ornamenting themselves, and I 
gota photograph of one who had a 
breast plate covered ‘with gold coins 
and whose head was loaded down with 
them. 

Speaking of a woman’s work among 
the peasants, the hardest field work is 
done by the women and they get lower 
wages than the men. Their hours are 
from 4 in the morning to 7 or 8 o’clock 
inthe evening and 15 cents a day is 
big wages. If they receive food their 
wages are even less than this, and in 
some parts of Russia gir!s get 8 cents a 
dav and bozrd themselves, In other 
regions their wages rise as high as 20

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A little Russian. © 
cents, and ina very few parts of the 
empire they are paid even more than 
this. They are as a rule better workers 
than the men and they no not seem to 
appreciate how badly off they are. I 
hear them singing in the flelds as I 
travel throughout the country, and they 
do not seem to think their life a hard 
one. They seem to think they were 
made for work, and married or single, 
their life is one‘of toil almost from birth 
until death. 

They marry young and the rule here 
is a large family. Nearlyevery woman 
you see has a baby at the breast, and 
Russia has perhaps more chiidren to

In none of the Rus- 
sian churches is a woman permitted to 
go into the inner sanctuary, and 
if one is going out hunting it is 
considered bad luck to meet a 
woman, and he had better turn back. 
The daughters of these merchants are 
often very religious and very supers ti- 
tious. Their marriages are usually 
made by matchmakers, and the mer- 
chant is expected to give a good dowry 
with his daughter when she enters mat- 
rimony. Long engagements are not 
common and they seldom last more than 
‘two or three months. 
ants the girls usually weave and em- 
broider their own wedding gowns, and 
they begin to get ready for marriage as 
soon as they are old enough to sew. 
Among the merchents after a girl is en- 
gaged her friends come in and help her 
sew upon her wedding ontfit, and she 
has sewing circles and quilting bees in 
preparation for the marriage. These 
sewing circles are held during the after- 
noon and after tea the bridegroom and

Russian marriages generally take

is performed by the priest. The bride- 
groom meets the bride at the church 
and the pair carry lighted tapers with 
them tothealtar. Thetaper that burns 
out first is supposed to indicate the death 
of its holder. After the ceremony the 
bridal party walk three times around 
the part of the church where tle cross 
is, and aiter the benediction they kiss 
the holy pictures of the church and they 
kiss each other three times during the 
ceremony. When the whole service is 
over the bridegroom leads the bride 
to his house, where the peasants 
greet him and where they are blessed 
with bread and salt. There is a wed- 
ding supper after this, and during it 
the bride and bridegroom go off to bed. 
Every Russian man wears boots, and it 
used to be the custom that the bride 
must pulloff her husband's boots the 
first night of the marriage. In one of 
these boots before going to the wed- 
ding he usually secreted asum of gold 
or silver, but he did not tell his bride in 
which boot the money was. If she got 
the right boot the money..belonged to 
her and her husband had to draw off his* 
own boots in the future. If she got the 
wrong one, he hadthe right to use her 
asa bootjack whenever he pleased. 
This, however, was a custon only of the 
lower classes, and itis now more hon- 
ored in the breach than the observance. 

The Russian bride, however, has her 
happiest time just at the marriage. 

e peasant’s wife has, perhaps, as 
hard a lot as any woman in the world, 
and this is especially so during the first 
years of her married life. She is fhe 
slave of her husband, and, what is 
worse, she is usually the slave of her 
mother-in-law, and she is treated as 
badly as the widow is in India. Here, 
where the families of three generations 
often live together ina hut of one or 
two rooms, the young bride is not 
welcomed, and the husband can do 
little to protect her. The oldest man 
of the family is boss of the household. 
and gthe Russian author, Tikhomiroyv, 
givesa number of songs which illus- 
trate how the bride is received into the 
family. In Little Russia they say:

Why should there be so little resem- 
blance between a drama when rehearsed 
and when acted? The stave ts In sem 
darkness, the actors mumble their parts, 
onlv speaking the cues distinetiv, car 
penters. gas men and other em loyés 
are constantly passing backward and 
forward, and the unfortunate author, 
even if he have stage experience, is 
utterly unable to judge of the effect that 
will be produced when the curtain rises 
in earnest. How it is that any sort of 
order at all ever comes out of such con 
fusion no one seems to know; but even 
if there is no actual hitch perceptible to 
the audience, it does not follow that the 
ideas of the author have been carried 
out as he intended, and all he can do is 
tg think himself lucky that matters are 
no worse. 

On the other hand it may be said that 
the stage manager is the author’s best 
friend, and that, were it not for his cat- 
ting and slashing, insisting on dialogue

REBELLION OF THE. SHINING

* There were three reasons why the 
Spanish ploneers bad so much harder a 
time in America than we Saxons did. 

The first was because they were first. 
When they came, the Americans were 
not only unknown butunguessed. They 
were like men groping in the dark 
amid danger andsuffering. By thetime 
we came the New World was very 
fairly understood, and there were maps 
and geographies and histories, and had 
been for a hundred years. It was a 
great moral adyantage—we knew 
where we were and what was beyord. 

Second—The nature of their wilder- 
ness was incomparably more forbidding. 
We never had to undergo any physical 
hardship to be compared fora moment 
with their sufferings in the desert—for 
the desert itself and alone is far more 
terrible to man than were our wildest 
forests fullof savage beasts and men. 
The forests may contain dangers, but 
the desert is a danger—and a more 
fearful one than Indians. Andas much 
worse as deserts were than our north- 
ern woods, so much more deadly were 
the tropical forests than the desert. 

Third—The Indians whom the Span- 
iards encountered were far more nu- 
merous, more organized, more skillful 
and more dangerous than any or all 
tribes with whom our forefathers ever 
came in contact. How petty all the 
Indian wars we ever had, ail put to- 
gether, are by the side of the one re- 
bellion of Tupac Amaru. And that was 
onlv one of the host of Indian wars by 
which the Spaniards have been beset 
for two centuries longer than we have 
been a nation. 

Why, the war between the pioneers 
and the Araucan Indians lasted tor 200 
years; and after three centuries and a 
half the Yaquts, safe in their fastnesses, 
are not even yet subdued; and all over 
two thirds of the whole hemisphere the 
Spanish colonists have had for centu- 
ries to bear Indian wars worse than 
ours with the Apaches, the Modocs or 
the Sioux. 

The rebellion of Tupac Amaru was by 
farthe greatest and most disastrous 
Indian war that ever took place in 
either America. It was in Bolivia in 
the years 1780 to 1784, and almost 
shook the foundation of Spanish empire 
in South America. It called to the 
front some remarkable Indian leaders, 
and brought about not only the greatest 
victory that Indians ever won, but a 
military maneuver which is entirely 
‘unique. No other city was ever so 
Strangely bombarded as was Sorata, 
and none more effectively, and yet the 
aboriginal Napoleon who besieged it 
had neither cannons nor any other ap- 
pliances deemed necessary for bombard- 
ment. 

The cause of the rebellion was a 
curious one. It was not of quite such 
strange triviality as that which had 
already almost caused a fevolt, but of 
somewhat the same nature. As I have 
said, the policy of Spain toward the 
Indians was always humane, progres- 
sive and kind, The design was always 
to teach and uplift these savages until 
they should be fitted for citizenship; 
and the voluminous and noble laws of 
Spain provided at all points for this 
worthy object. Of course these good 
laws were sometimes violated and some- 
times evaded by bad officials; but they 
were always punished as promptly as 
possible. Still, justice was a long way 
off; and to reach the offenders wasa 
matter of time. Some died before they 
could be punished; and others managed 
to do a deal of harm before the day of 
reckoning came. 

The law of the second repartimiento 
was devised by the crown to protect 
the Indians from being robbed by un- 
scrupulous storekeepers. It wasa well- 
designed measure, but in some cases ill- 
executed by individuals. The correji- 
dor or corrector—a sort of a judge— 
sometimes misused the power that had* 
been given him for a humane purpose 
to further his own ends. One correjji- 
dor, for instance, received, through 
somebody’s mistake in making up the 
goods sent to him for distribution, a 
whole cargo of spectacles. To get rid 
of this unexpected and useless stock of 
goods, he gave orders that every Indian 
in his jurisdiction should wear glasses! 
That came very near causing a rebel- 
lion; but the trouble was fortunately 
averted by wiser measures. 

But it was a correjidor who did start 
the great Bolivian insurrection, and by 
his foolish injustice,, in a somewhat 
similar repartimiento. He was the 
correjidor of. Chuquisaca, in Bolivia; 
and having received an immense stock 
of goods, he ordered the Indians to buy 
his wares to the amount of $340,000. 

It was precisely what the mother 
country did to our colonies in the stamp- 
act and similar meastres, and was no 
more to be endured. The Indians rose 
at once, and being still too uncivilized 
to go the wise way about righting their 
wrongs—an appeal to the Spanish 
crown would have settled it—they re- 
sorted to the wild, old court of war. 

Their leader in this natural but un- 
necessary and deplorable appeal to 
arms was Tupac Amaru, the Shining 
Snake. The origin of this redoubtable 
Indian is not absolutely certain, but of 
his s.rprising ability there is no doubt. 
According to a common report he was 
a descendant of the Incas—that remark- 
able tribe of organized warriors who 
had almost achieved an independent 
civilization in Peru before a white man 
ever saw America. His baptismal 
name was José Gabriel Cunturcanqui, 
Tupac Amaru being his Indian name. 
His father is said to have been the 
Cacique Tungasuca, and his mother an 
Indian woman. 

Tupac was born about 1787 and was, 
therefore, in the prime of his. manhood 
at the time of the revolt. A tall, im- 
posing figure he was, strong and active 
and with an energetic face, the flash of 
whose eyes was not easily forgotten. 

Though nota soldier, Tupac sprang 
to the front when his people revolted, 
and showed that he belongedthere. No 
matter how great a crisis may arrive in 
the affairs of a nation it seems to breed 
the man to meet it and in this crisis 
Tupac-Amaru was the man of the hour.

soldiers. But he was utterly unable to 
cope with the insurgents. Then the 
Viceroy dispatched José de Arechea 
special commissary with special powers 
to the seat of trouble with an army. 
Tupac Amaru had captured and de- 
stroyed Chucuito, and sweeping resist- 
less down his blood-stained way was 
marching upon Cuzco, the second city in 
Peru. 
Upon reaching Cuzco Areche. re- 
ceived what Tschudi calls a remarkable

letter from Tupac Amara, setting forth 
his claims. The victorious insurgents 
were close to Cuzco, the Indian leader 
and his family were camped on the hill 
Pichaco, only five miles distant from 
the city. Areche, nothing daunted, 
answered calmly to Tupac Amaru’s con- 
ditions: ‘*'l was not sent kere to tregt 
with rebels, but to put down rebellion. 
You must lay down your arms before 
we can talk of conditions.’’ 

Tupac Amaru refused to yield, and on 
the 16th of April, 1781, he and his 
family were soarprised and captured in 
their camp by Areche’s dragoons. e 
leader of the insurgents was tried and 
found guilty of high treason, and in May 
was executed with his family—in one of 
the dreadful fashions which all the 
most civilized governments of that day 
thought necessary. His military career 
was ashort but startling one, and he 
died like the Indian stoic he was. 

The death of Tupac Amaru did not 
long leave the Indians without a leader. 
His son, Andres Tupac Amaru, and his 
brother, Casimiro, sprang to tie head 
of the rebels; and with them was asso- 
ciated that obscure but remarkable In- 
dian genius variously Known as Tupac 
Catari or Nica Catari. Andres and 
Casimiro shared his yicfories; but the 
startling inspiration which led to the 
bloodiest Indian massacre in history 
seems to have been born in the brain of 
this really great aborigine. 

Pushing on with merciless vigor, leav- 
ing a broad trail of blood and devasta- 
tion, the rebels at last laid siege to the 


There the Spanish troops and colonists 
made a desperate stand; and, as the 
city was very well fortified for those 
days, they seemed safe. Sorata was 
surrounded by a strong, high adobe 
wall, itself utterly impregnable to In- 
dians or to light firearms, and defended 
by artillery, of. which the besiégers had 
none. But Catari was equal to the 
emergency—and as brilliantiy so as Cu- 
rus the Great, whose ruse at Babylon is 
famous foralltime. | 

How break down that strong wall, 
with neither cannon nor battering rams 
at his command? The Spaniards could 
not see how, and felt secure. But Ca- 
tariknew. Adobe walls are hardly pregc- 
nabletocannon. At worst, they merely 
crumble to an earthwork which no mis- 
sile can break, and whichis as easily 
defended as the former wail itself. So 
if Catari had had cannon—even modern 
cannon—they would have done him lit- 
tle good. But he had invented the 
strangest bombardment that ever 
wrecked a city—a bombardment by 
water! 

Sorata stood in the level of a pretty, 
bowl-like valley, with mountains all 
about. Catari qtietly set his followers 
to digging treiches and throwing up | 
bars ofearth. Then he hada huge wall 
built all around the outer wall of Sorata, 
and at a safe distance from it. And 
then he turned all the streams from tue 
mountains into his ditches and regan to 
flood the space between the walls! 

Slowly but surely the water rose, and 
surely-it did its work. An adobe wall 
that will resist cannon must yield to the 
slow, treacherous ‘soaking of a puddle 
that can reach it. The bottom of the 
walldrank and drank the water like 
a great sponge, until it was too soft and 
wet longer to support the weight above 
it, and the undermined structure col- 
lapsed and fell headlong. The ruin 
was complete, and the Indian rebels, 
=. ever the fallen fortifications, 

ade massacre of the whole city. In 
that awful day 22,000 citizens of 
Sorata were wiped out by their savage 
foes. So many Saxons have never 
been killed by in “the whole 
United States. That may give you an 
idea of the greater dangers of the Span- 
ish pioneers, and Sorata, though the 
worst of their losses was only one oi 
hundreds.

Process tor Caring Fizs. 

Editor Ontario Observer: -The follow- 
ing letter from a firm’ who"have put up 
the finest figs: 1 have seen‘in the State, 
may be of interest to many of your 
readers. We cannot do better than ex- 
periment on various lines until the best 
method of curing our fruits is demon- 
strated. Each step of progress in this 
direction shouldbe given to the public, 
hence I hand you this for publication.

E. A. Chase, Riverside: We are in 
receipt of your favor of the 24th, and 
will gladly tell you what you ask. 

Let the figs drop from the trees—pick 
them up every morning, as any longer 
will sunburn those that are already dry. 
You will find each day figs on the 
ground in three stages of drying, viz., 
those already dry, which want. to go 
straight to the ‘scalding-room; those 
wanting to dry on trays that dav and a 
portion of the next, and those that 
want three or four days on the trays. 

Scalding—Dissolve two or three 
quarts ot Liverpool stock salt in fifty 
gallons of water in the kettle, and 
when boiling, jumping hot, dip in wire 
basket hung on a pulley over the ket- 
tle, and immerse a full -half-minute, 
hoist clear of the water and let draina 
few moments, then dip again. 

Do not trim your trees at all after 
once well-shapen, except to remove 
underhanging branches. One point 
about the packing not mentioned is 
keeping the hands moistened with salt 
water while manipulating. the figs. 
Hoping you will succeed .under our 
formula, we remain yours respectfully,

Col. Walter S. Moore, candidate for 
State Senator, was the first speaker.

Tod Deatroy Tree Borers. 
(California Fruit-Grower.] 

A writer in the St. Louis Journal of 
Agriculture tells how he destroyed 
borers in a variety of ways, but after 
trying several methods, sizes up the: 
matter as follows: I know of no better 
way of putting a stop to their depreda- 
tions than by using unadulterated kero- 
sene quite freely wherever the castings 
of the larvz are protruding through the 
bark. Assoon as the kerosene comes 
in contact with the castings it is ab- 
sorbed and carried by capillary attrac- 
tion until it permeates the whole bur- 
row and comes in contact with the 
larvez, and then soon this noted little 
tenant is lifeless. 

In using kerosene there is no use cut- 
ting, digging into, or in any way mu- 
tilating the tree to find the larve. The 
fluid kerosene will find it, and this is 
enough practical purposes, and 
then nature steps in with her healing 
art and mends the damage done to the 
tree. The amount of kerosene used for 
the purpose is so small that it endang- 
ers in uo way the health of the tree. A 
person can visit and inspect many trees 
in asingle hour, and if necessary ap- 
ply the spout of a can and flow a small 
amount of kerosene in various places. 

The beauties of this way of killing 
the borer are no mutilation, quick work, 
sure death and little expense.

From Chicago to San Francisco 
via. New York.

| to Be Shaky. |

More traffic from Chicago to San 
Francisco starts east than west, says 
he Chicago Herald. Even before the 


present demoralized rates were begun 


by clipper ship competition it was 
cheaper to ship via New York and the 
ocean than directly west via all-rall lines. 
Since the clipper ship competition 
ocean rates have tumbled to a point 
where the element of time and possible 
damage to high-class goods are the only 
reasons which impel merchants to pat- 
ronize the all-rail routes, From Chi- 
cago to San Francisco by rail rates 
range from $3.90 per 100 pounds first- 
class to $1.10 class E. The rail rate 
to New York, plus the ocean rate from 


to San Francisco, is 
in all cases materially lower than 
the above. On the higher classes 
it is about #0 per cent: lower, 


while on the lower classes it is 50 
per cent. lower. This difference has 
been in effect practically since the pas- 
sage of the Interstate Commerce Act. 
But as it takes two or three months 
longer to ship via New York it made no 
marked difference in routing the traffic 
until San Francisco began its boycott 
on the Southern Pacific several months 
ago. Since that time more than 75 per 
cent. of the tonnage between Chicago 
and San Francisco has been ordered to 
go or come via New York. Rates have 
been so reduced by clipper ships that 
almost all heavy items of freight, such 
as canned goods, can be shipped from 
San Francisco via Cape Horn and New 
York to Chicago for less. than $1 per 
100 pounds. Western lines refuse to 
take any traffic at less than the $1 rate, 
as it will not pay expenses; conse- 
quently they are barred out of the traffic 
unless there is pressing need of hastein 
the shipment. 
_ON SEA PORT RATES. 

A meeting of the Los Angeles Rail- 
road Association, formed of the traffic 
officials of all the railroads here, was 
held at the Santa Fé general offices, 
Friday, for the discussion of topics of 
common interest. Anadjourned meéet- 
ing was held yesterday afternoon to 
continue the business begun the day be- 
fore, andallis not harmony. It is un- 
derstood that the Terminal company 
wants to kick over the traces and be 
free of the agreement to maintain the 
rates to and from San Pedro. To main- 
tain the freight rates from the various 
sea ports—San Pedro, East San Pedro 
and Redondo—to Los Angeles the agree- 
ment among the Southern Pacific. Santa 
Fé, Terminal and Redondo roads has 
hitherto’been strictly kept. The Ter- 
minal road finds itself handicapped 
the agreement, and will doubtless find a 
means of makingits own rates, though 
the other lines are trying to keep the 
Terminal in the ranks.

New time cards are effective on all 
the roads to the seashore, and travelers 
will do well to study the changes 
which are to be found in the columns of 
this paper before starting on a journey. 

The Southern Pacific will run a spe- 
cial excursion train from San Francisco 
to Pasadena loaded with delegates to 
the corivention of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, to be held there 
October 12 to 16.

Company's commercial agent at San 
Bernardino, hasresigned. It is thought 
that the company will give up the office 
in the Hotel Stewart and establish it at 
the depot of the motor road. 

The San Antonio and Aransas Pass 
Railroad, which,bas just been acquired 
by the Southern Pacific Company, is the 
one which has for a year or more been 
under the management of D. B. Robin- 
son, formerly of the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific. 

On Monday, the 8d, the time card of 
the Redondo railway will change time. 
On and after that date trains will leave 
Los Angeles depot, corner Grand ave- 
nue and Jefferson streets, for Redondo 
at 8 and 9 a.m., and 1:35 and 5 p.m 
daily. Trains will leave Redondo for 
Los Angeles at 7:20, 9:10 and lla.m., 
and 4:45 p.m. daily. 


The Bakersfield Californian says that 
the last rails on the Bakersfield and 
San Miguel Railroad, connecting with 
Asphalto, were laid on Saturday, and 
nothing more is needed to complete the 
track except ballasting, upon whicha 
large force is now at work. The com- 
pletion of this road marks the enlarge- 
ment of what is to be one of the most 
material interests of Kern—the oil and 
asphalt industry. The road to market 
is now at their very doors, and pro’per- 
ity is sure to attend them. | 

The green fruit shipments from the 
north for the month up to and including 
Tuesday were 787 carloads, as com- 
pared with 736 in the same month of 
1891.

Patiy-pan Cake.—One cup of sugar, 
one cup of flour, two tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter, four tablespoonfuls of 
eweet milk. one teaspoonful of cream 
ftarter, one-half teaspoonful of soda and 
two eggs. 

Cream Sponge Cake. —Break two large 
@ggs into a cup, and fill with sweet 
cream. Put one cup of white sugar in 
a dish, add the eggs and cream, sift in 

_two cups of flour and two teaspoon- 
fuls of good baking powder, flavor with 
TFemon and bake half an hour. 

White Cake.—The whites of four eggs. 
one-half cup of butter, two cups of 
sugar, one cup of sweet milk. three cups 
of flour and three teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder. Beat the butter to a cream to 
insure lightness: add sugar, milk, eggs, 
and baking powder well sifted into the 
flour. The baking may be done ina 
large tin or in patty tins. 

Lemon Tapioca.—Soak one cup tapi- 
oca in pint of water, on the back of the 
stove, until transparent, then add two 
cups sugar, simmer a few minutes, tre- 
move from the stove and strain in the 
juice of three large or four smal! lem- 
ons. Putin a glass dish on ice orin a 
cold.place. This is a nice dessert in 
‘early summer before fruits are plenti- 
ful. 

Hichory Nut Cake.—One cup of sugar, 
one-half cup of butter, one-half cup of 
sweet milk, twocups of flour, one tea- 
spoonful of cream tarter, one-half tea- 
spoonful of soda, one large cup of 
raisins, one cup of nuts broken up and: 
two eggs. 

Ginger Bread.—One cup of butter, one 
cup of sweet milk, two eggs, one large 
on of molasses, two teaspoonfuls of 

a, one tablespoonful of ginger. Add 
flour to mix like cake batter. 

Tea Rolls.—Sift four pints of flour, 
mixin atablespoonful of melted lard, 
two eggs, a pint of fresh’milk, a tea- 
spoonful of salt and a tablespoonful of 
hop yeast. Set torisein the morning; 
when light, work well, make in rolls, 
set in a warm place to rise and bake in 
a quick oven. 

Cream Doughnuts.—Beat together one 
cup of sugar, one small cup of sour 
cream, one level teaspoonful of soda, 
twoeggs, a little salt and cinnamon. 
Mix with flour enough to roll. 

Sponge Drops.—Beat to a froth three 
eggs, one cup of sugar, one heaping cup 
of flour, and one-half teaspoonful of 
soda dissolved in a great spoonful of 
milk; adda little salt and lemon. Drop 
from asmallspoon on a_ well-greased 
tin and bake quickly. 

Creamed Bananas.—Slice the ban- 
anas, and strew sugaroverthem Whip 
a cupful of cream very light. Whip the 
white of an egg to a stiff froth, put with 
the cream, and add a tablespoonful of 
sugar, then pour over the bananas. 

Apple jam that will keep for years.— 
“Take equal quantities of sugar and sour 
apples. Pare and core the apples, then 
chop them fine. Makea syrup of the 
sugar and clarify it thoroughly, add the 
apples, the grated peel of two lemons, 
and a tew pieces of white ginger. Boil 
till the apples look clear and yellow. 
This jam resembles foreign sweetmeats. 
The ginger isessential to the peculiar 
excellence of the jam and can be dried 
and used severaltimes. It is nice” to 
pat between cakesor for rolled jelly- 
cakes. 

* Thin Rich Cookies.—One cup of but- 
ter, one cup of sugar, three eggs, all 
beaten together to a cream, and just 
enough flour to mix and roll them. 

A correspondent writes for a good 
recipe for making yeast. The follow- 
ing is a good rule: Boil half a dozen 
medium-sized potatoes untilsoft. When 
done mash them, then add t® them the 
water in which they were boiled. Add 
a teaspoonful of salt, one of sugar and 
sufficient flour to make your mixture of 
the consistency of ordinary batter. 
Lastly, if you have it, add ope-half a 
cup of bakers’ yeast, or one-half a cake 
of compressed yeast, and set in a warm 
piace until light. When cold put in a 
covered dish and set away for use.

COOKING OF ALBUMINOUS FOODS. 


Laws That Govern Oysters, Eggs and 
Beefsteuks. 
Contributed to The Times. ’ 

Put into a test tube some white of an 
egg and place the tube in a dish of 
warm water. Heat the water gradually 
over a gas fiame or alcohollamp. When 
the temperature reaches 134 degrees 
Fahrenheit it will be seen that little 
white threads have begun to appear: 
continue the heating to 160 degrees. 
when the whole mass becomes white 
and firm. Now remove a_ part 
from the tube and test its  con- 
sistency; it will be found to be sten- 
der, soft and jelly-like. Replace the 
tnbe in the dish of water and raise the 
heat to 200°. Then take outa Tittle 
more and test again; it will be found 
hard, close grained and somewhat 
tough; continue the heating, when it 
will be seen that the tenacity increases 
with the rise of temperature, until at 
212° F., the boiling point of water, it 
is affirm, compact solid. When heated 
to about 350° it becomes so tenacious 
that it is used as a valuable cement for 
marble. 

These experiments illustrate a’very 
important point in cooking albumi- 
mous foods; they show that the proper 
temperature for albumen is that at 
which it is thoroughly coagulated but 
not hardened—about 160° F. 

Most kinds of meat, milk, eggs, oys- 
ters and fish. when cooked with refer- | 
ence to their albumen alone, we find to 
be, also, done in the best possible man- 

"mer with reference to their other in- 
fents. For instance, if you cook 
an oyster, thinking only of its albumi- 
-mous juice, and endeavor to raise the 
temperature through all of its sub- 
stamce to, at, or near 160° F. ana 
' mot higher you will find it most satis- 
factory as to flavor, consistency and di- 
gestibility. 

The same is true of*eggs done in all 
ways and of dishes made with eggs, 
such as custards, creams and puddings. 
With the knewledge that albumen co- 
aguilates at a temperature 52° below 
that of boiling water, one can appreci- 
ate the necessity of cooking eggs in 
water that isnot boiling, and a little 
experiment like the above will impre.s 
it upon the mind as no amount of mere 
explanation can possibly do. This 
cooking of eggs, whether they be 
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omelets, is of much .importance, for 
albumen which is hard, compact and 
tenacious, is very dificult of digestion; 
the gastric juice cannot easily -pene- 
trate it, sometimes it.is not digested at 
all. That. which is properly. done. 
cooked in such a way that it is tender 
and falis apart easily, is one of the 
most valuable forms of food, especially 
for the sick—which should always be 
prepared in such a manner as toréquire 
the least possible force im digestion. 
Those who are ill cannot afford to 
waste energy; whether they are obliged 
todoso in the management ‘of their 
food depends very much upon the per- 
son who prepares it, + 

ALBUMEN IN MEAT. 

Advantage is often taken in cooking 
of the fact that albumen hardens on 
exposure to certain degrees of heat to 
form protecting layers over pieces of 
broiling steak, roast®?meats, etc. 

If a piece of meat is placed to cook 
in cold water it is evident, since albu- 
men is soluble in cold water, that some 
of it will be wasted. If the sams piece 
is plunged into boiling water, the albu- 
men, in its outer surface, will be imme- 
diately hardened and form a sheath 
over the whole, which will keep in the 
juices and the very important flavors. 

ALBUMEN IN BROILING STEAK. 

A steak if salted, cut thin and broiled 
slowly, will be hard, dry andJacking in 
flavor; but if cut thick—at least an 
inch and a half, better two inches— 
broiled for the first minute over very 
hot coals, and then slowly that the heat 
may have time to penetrate to the cen- 
ter and raise the whole toa tempera- 
ture sufficiently high to cook it (about 
F.) without charring the outside. 
you will have a dish both wholesome 
and savory. 

The reason for having the steak thick 
is this: The proportional amount of 
surface that is exposed to the fire is 
gnuch smaller than in a thin piece, con- 
sequently the loss of juice by evapor- 
ation is much less, and as the flavors go 
largely with the juice, of course the 
loss of them is less. That flavors are 
contained in the liquid of beef one has 
only to remember the delicious taste 
of broiled beef juice. 

The reason for putting steak close to 
the coals at first (it cannot possibly 
burn if turned frequently enough) is.to 
immediately plug up the openings by 
hardening an outer sheath of albumen 
alloverit. This shell of albumen will 
prevent the juices from evaporation. 

Now comesthe least understood step 
in the process-—that the steak should be 
finished in moderate heat. We wish 
now to soften the fibers’ inside 
this ‘hard’ shelly to really cook 
the meat in its) own juice, and 
also to coagulate the albumen and to 
raise the steak to the center to at least 
160° of heat but not beyond it. The 
process is something like that of -cook- 
ing an egg; slow, that the heat may 
have time to penetrate tothe center. It 
requires close attention and practice to 
do this successfully, because of the dif- 
ficulty of judging of the heat of a fire.

The nineteenth century has, so far as 
regards its reformatory methods of 
dealing with the young, begun to act 
upon the principle that ‘‘an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure.”

Iam glad that the superintendent of 
the Reform school at Whittier is trying 
this modern experiment of kindness, 
and that the boys and girls in that in- 
stitution are not being treated like, so 
many criminals, andI expect that from 
these wards of the State a good many 
noble men and women will take their 


places on the world’s “platform by and 


by, whom harsh and unsympathetic 
treatment would have never redeemed. 
The geen is very hard indeed that isn’t 
touched by kindness. and let a boy or 
girl feelthat those in authority over 
them trust them andéhey will shrinx 
from betraying that trust. 


The world needs to learn a good many 
lessons yet in charity. Human nature 
is pretty much alike wherever you find 
it, and I do not believe that. generally 
speaking, the boys and girls in our re- 
form institutions are naturally any 
worse than thousands of their brothers 
and sisters outside. But they are vic- 
tims of circumstances and of unfortun- 
ate environment, and they need our 
help, our pity and charity. Kindness 
will unlock the doorto many a heart 
which could never be opened by the 
rusty keys of suspicion and harshness.

such care and assistance, do hereby asso- 
ciate ourselves together inthe capacity of 
an organization and as hereinafter set 
forth and adopt the following constitution. 

The object of the organization is set 
forth in the following words: . 

The object of the league shall be to be. 
come acquainted, as far as practicable, 
with the history of every child entering 
the school; also with his record while 
there; to learn im advance the time at 
which he will be discharged, and, if possi- 
ble, either in his former home or else- 
where, to provide lor him suitable occupa- 
tion with such wholesome encouragements 
and restraints as shall tend to eliminate 
the evil and develop the best traits of char- 
acter. The league will also use its infiu- 
ence to secure the commitment of children 
who ought to be in the school, and to pre- 
vent unjust commitments.

where the breaking-down of their system commences—after paying e®- | 
tra for gas and-jor'the dissatisfaction that naturally exists is it not a fact 
the profit made is more than lost in another way—lady clerks who are 
compelled to stand behind the counter do so to earn their daily bread; 
they do not work from chgice, their work is compulsory and compulsvey 
work is not valuable toan employer—for the past week consideratie! 
pains have been taken to compare the sales of each salesperson for the 
corresponding time of one year ago, and in every instance the sales have 
largely increased, and the strangest part is the salesladies have showed 
the largest increase; ttis shows at once where a little leeway is given 
larger returns is the result—there st.ould be a human side to all business, 
and for this reason we shall never open our doors again for business any 
night in the week after six o'clock, excepting the one week before 
christmas—a short time ago the cry went out against the proprietor by 
two dry goods men calling him a crank for closing saturday nights—ifa 
man is a crank for looking uponthe humane side of his employés, we 
want capital letters tospell the word in our case; you cannot make the 
letters too large, as the trade of this house is showing a very large in- 
crease; we have not found it necessary to throw open our doors to take 
the vitality out of the emplovees to even up a loss in trade; we believe 
the public appreciates shorter hours for all working people, and we shall 
at least show our faith in our belief by closing every night in the week; 
closing saturday nights means 156 hours extra time each year, or fifteen 
and one-half days extra time, or over two weeks to gain vitality and 
health; besides, every employee in this house is granted a full week’s 
vacation on full pay and pay in advance—no wonder our trade is show- 
ing such an enormous growth; we find when encouraging word is held 
out. encouraging work is given in return; we believe it is as much a 
christian duty to cloge the stores saturday nights as it is to go to church

say, to ‘‘count up our blessings’’ occa- 
sionally, and this is the way the Ameri- 
can Economist. compares the present 
condition of the farmer with the ‘‘good 
old times:”’
